LASCARS OUT OF HAND. 

“As for the panic, well, thera 
was not much of a panic to speak 
about after the first moment of 
excitement. The passengers, who 
were grouped by the captain and 
bis officers, kept vary calm. 

“The only panic was amongst 
the lascars on the boat deck, 
where the passengers were not 
allowed while the boats were 
being launched. 

I cannot tell you very muck 
about what happened no the boat 
dack, because I did not see it, but 
certainly numbers of Jescars got 
out of band, and had to be sharp- 
ly beought up by their officers. 

- Nobody was killed ia tha col- 
lHision, and bad it not been for the 
wild panic among the lascar crew, 
no lives would have been last. 
There were 17 or 18 lifetoate, 
enough to ‘save twice the num- 
ber cf passengers and crew, but 
the passengers got very little 
chance because the boats were 
trashed by the lascars. 

“Out of all the boats only one 
was filed with passengers. It 
wan really the only one, too, 


which was launched before the} 


sbip went down. . 

“ As IT told you, I was dressing 
for dinner, aod was about to put 
on my waistcoat when. I felt a 
shock. The ship seemed to shud- 
der from stem tostern. I said to 
myself, “This looks like « colli- 
sion, bot I msy as well foish 
putting on my tie.” 

PLUNGE IN THE SEA. . 

“ Thon I thought it better to go 
and see what was happening, but 
I put ona very warm jacket. Al 
that moment one ot the stewards 
came runniog down and knocked 
at my cabin door saying. ‘There 
has been «collision, sir, you had 
better come on deck atonce.” So 
Iwentupondeck. Theship was 
beginuing to settledown. 

“T looked about for the boats. 
but at that moment I heard the 
row on the boatdeck. I saw all 
the boats heing lowered into the 
|water full of Iascars. It was 
quite enough for me. 

“T kept my head and decided 
to strike out on my own. Yo I 
went down to the lower deck, snd 
when the water was up to my 
waist I jumped into the sea and 
swam away from the sinxing 
ship, After swimming about for 
a short time I waa picked up by 
the Seine. . 

“T was given clothing, sod,” 
asid bir. Bevan laughingly, “ one 
of the Inscars saved and brought 
eboard the Seine stole my white’ 
shirt.” .

Edueation for our Chinese. 


The Report on the Education 
Department for 1921 indicates 
that this branch of the‘pablio ser- 
vice is steadily w doning it activ- 
ities, An increase of no fewer 
than 6575 pupils as compared 
with the previous yoar ia noted, 
bringing the total up to 35,282, so 
that the incregsss xmonunted .to 
over 20 per cent. in a twelve- 
coonth. Roughly, the English 
schools and the vernacular schools 
abared equally in the progress, 
the former's figures edvancing by 
3.880 to 13,672 and the latter’s by, 
4.695 to 23,620. It is interesting 
to note that, excluding’ the 
floating population, the Chinese 
boys in Hongkong-and Kowloon 
between the ages of six snd 
sixteso number 38,988. One would 
have thought the number to be 


| much larger, but the figures aro 


taken from the recent Census. It 
is calculated that between 35,000 
and 36,000 of these are at or have 
been to schoo}, This confirms 
the view that the proportion of} xe 
totally illiterate male Chinese in 
the Colony is small. In the past 
decade the Chinese pupils lesra- 
ing English have increased by 
over 100 per cant. as against ap 
increase in population of 36 per 


}eent.; and a growing number of 


these are continuing their stadies 
into the bigheat classes, the 
admissions from the District 
Schools to the Upper School at 
Queen's College having increased 
from 44 to 150 during the ten 
years. Tbe Report bears witness 
alike to the facilities provided 
for the education of Chinese and 
to the Chinese appreciation of 
these.

There are no satisfactory details 
as to how the shooting 
bappeasd but in the twinkling 
ef an eye seven of the 
soldiers Isy wounded'on the floor, 
and it is reported that some of 
them bave sisce died. Je is azid 
that seme of the srrested man’s 
friends who were with bim atthe 
time saw whet was bappening, 
took cover, and sepened fire on 
the scldiers with antematic 
pistols. The hetel people can 
give no details, as they all fled 
when the soldiers entered. they 
haring been forewarded that 
something out of the ordinary 
might happen. The only person 
that was arrested was the man 
that the soldiers had tied up, and 
he was taken straightaway 
outside the town and shot. He 
formerly belonged to a notorious 
gang of bandits.

Educatien 


The Universities of great 
Britain and Irelacd held their. 
annual conference at University 
College tast month. The subjects 
for discussion were the urgent 
need for the provision of enlarged 
opportunities for advanced study 
and research. in the British Uni- 
versities, the increase of  res- 
idential eccommodatoa for onder- 
graduates and .otber studeats, 
specialising in certain subjects of 
study by certain Universities, and 
the organisation of adult educa- 
tion as an integrsl part of she 
work of the Universities. 

Mr. Fisher, Minister for Edu- 

cation, joined in the discussion on 
specialised study. He ssid he 
saw the oecessity for co-operation. 
The expense of University edu- 
cation had become such, aod the 
development of applied science 
hed now reached such-s point, 
that it was quite intpossible, be 
felt, for the nation as 8 whole, to 
advance unless there was a much 
higher degree of co-operation be- 
tweeo the Universities in respect 
of the distribution of studies than 
hitherto bad been thought neces- 
sary. : 
It.was very important that they 
should husband their resources, 
and be was of opinion that this 
work could best be done by the 
universities taking counsel one 
with another. He had no doubt 
the University Grants Committee 
would do its best to allocate Gov- 
ernment grants upon an economi- 
cal plan, and with regard to the 
specialised aptitudes of particular 
Universities; tbey would there- 
fore help Universities to realise 
the federal idea.

Principal Irvine (St. Andrews), 
speaking on the need forresearch, 
said be thought higherstudy and 
research should be controlled 
withia each University by. a 
board or standiog committee, with 
wide powers, sach as the recom- 
mendation of additions ta the 
teaching staffs inthe case of all 
departments actively engaged in 
research, and recommendations 
of promotions in these staff, and 
the allocation of money voted 
for research purposes. He spoke 
more particularly on bebalf of the 
classic¢n} and philosophical sub- 
jects, which .were in & very 
serious position to-day. 

Research could not be machine- 
made or governed by regulations 
or committees, but he believed 
some organisation was necessary. 
Above all, it wasa step towards 
& safeguard that sll subjects of 
inquiry would be prosecuted io 
the University, aud that they, 
might be'saved from the degrads- 
tion of one-sided intellectual 
development. 

Sir Sydney Russell- Wells (Vice- 
Chancellor of the London Uni- 
versity) said that he hoped they 
would ‘orge on the Board of 
Education the necessity of sllow- 
ing bigher degrees to count for 
increased emoluments in the 
teaching profession as much as, 
‘or more than, first-clsss honours.
